PURPOSE: To recommend that attached letter be forwarded to Cr 
Department pointing out that before we can logically proceed 
further in our inquiry in this matter that testimony of certain ~ 
uncooperative key witnesses and records not available except 7 
by subpoena and House Resolution are necessary. Letter requests 
we be advised as to plans of Department for securing this testi- 
mony and the necessary records. 


BACKGROUND: By letter dated 3/27/67, the Department requested 
Bureau investigation into three areas. These were (1) misuse 
of Congressional Committee funds for personal travel; (2) em 
ployment of Mrs. Powell on Congressman Powell's office staff 
from 7/31/65 to 1/1/67 during which time she allegedly performed 
no duties am (3) false reports as to expenditures of foreign 
exchange currency by Congressman Powell and two of his aides. 
Our investigation into these three items will be completed today, 
as far as we can logically proceed, with the interview of one 
potential witness in New York City, not previously available. 
Results of our inquiry as to these three items are as follows: 


Misuse of Public Funds for Personal Travel: During 1965 and 1966, 
some $12,000 in travel expense was charged by Powell's committee 
for airline trips, principally to New York City and Miami, Florida, 
Some of this travel was performed under assumed names by both 


congressional employees and persons witb no official — OO 
connection. 


Various individuals whose names appear on the airline 
tickets as travelers to Miami or New York have denied this travel 
but were unable to furnish identities of the actual travelers. 
Five possible key witnesses regarding this travel flatly refused 
to be interviewed by the FBI. Others either have refused to be

A significant development of our investigation is that 
in February, 1965, Powell, Corrine Huff, Emma T. Swann (Powell's 
receptionist) and Mrs. Gwann's husband spent a week aboard a 
fishing boat which was provided by an official of the Southern 
Conference of Teamsters. The names of Corrine Huff and the 
Swanns do not appear on any travel tickets during this period 
but the name of committee employee, Aurora Harris, does appear. 

She denies making the travel. Mr. & Mrs. Swann refused to be 
interviewed by the FBI. We have been unable to locate Corrine 
Huff who is possibly in Bimini with Powell. 


To complete inquiry of this matter we need various 
ngressional records for handwriting examinations in an attempt 
identify the travelers who signed air flight coupons under 

ssumed names. These records can be obtained only by subpoena 
and House Resolution. The Department has previously been advised 
by memoranda as to the identities of uncooperative witnesses and 
records which are needed for completion of this matter. In additior 
reports setting out this information have been forwarded to the 
Department, including a 236 page report of Washington Field Office 
dated 5/2/67. 
Payroll Abuses: This involves salary payments to committee employee 
2 reportedly performed no official duties. Mrs. Powell received 
some $28,000 and reportedly performed no duties after 7/1/65. She 
declined to be interviewed except in presence of her attorney and 
by letter dated 4/17/67, we so advised the Department for its 
consideration in connection with any grand jury action conten 
plated. Individuals contacted in this matter have no knowledge 
of Mrs. Powell performing any official duties from 7/1/65 for 
Congressman Powell.

It we choose aot to interview these two women in 
presence of counsel it is very likely the Criminal Divisica 
would seize en this at every opportunity and attempt to 
throw blame on the Bureau for its own indecisiveness or 
procrastination in taking action in this matter er in making 
a prosecutive determisatica. 


It appears that it would be to our advantage to conduct 
these two interviews posthaste so the Department will not dave 
this as an excuse for delaying a decision or action ina this 
case. In this respect the Department presently has our letter 
of 5/5/67, which points out that before we can proceed logically 
with further iaquiry in this case, testimony of various witnesses, 
in addition to Mrs. Dargans and Mrs. Powell, who either refused 
to be interviewed or otherwise make themselves available would 
be needed. We also advised that certain records are needed 
which are not available to us except by subpoena. This letter 
asks that we be advised as to action Department is taking to 
secure testimony and records seeded. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
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(1) Attached for approval is letter to Assistant 
Attorney General Vinson advising that in line with his request 
we are proceeding with interviews of Mrs. Dargans and Mrs. Powell, 
notwithstanding our belief that the most effective method of 
securing full details fram these two women would be through grand 
jury action, which is available to the Department. 


Vinson’s letter also suggests that we interview any 
other witnesses in this case who request counsel be present.

Pending the receipt of House records Departzent is

By memorandum of 5/15/67, we forwarded to the Department 
New York office report dated 5/12/67, which set forth information 
which had come to attention of the former minority counsel of 
the congressional committee which held hearings concerning 
Congressman Powell. This information concerned allegations 
that Congressman Powell received payoffs in connection with bills 
before Congress and kickbacks from a stenographic reporting 
company in connection with transcripts of testimony of congres- 
sional hearings purchased by labor unions. The Department's 
letter of 5/22/67, requested investigation concerning these 
additional allegations which has been referred to the field for 
expeditious handling. 


The Department in its letter of 5/22/67, refers to our 
letter of 5/16/67, which spells out that the scope of our investi- 
gation was in line with original request from the Department which 
defined three areas of investigation to be undertaken, namely, 
travel irregularities, payroll abuses, and false accounting as to 
foreign-exchange funds. The Department's letter is misleading in 
that it quotes one sentence out of context from its letter of 
3/27/67, the initial request for investigation in this case. This 
sentence standing by itself is not meaningful and it appears it is 
again necessary to spell out to Vinson that our investigation is 
being directed to the three areas specified by him. However, new

A review of the cash receipts disclosed that almost 
all receipts were in the form of checks and there is no 
record of any sales of transcripts for cash. Dur the

amounts of actual cash received included refunds of edvances 
to employees, income from vending machines and parking fees. 


The cash disbursements ledger and canceled checks 
for the period January 1, 1964, to December 31, 1966, were 
reviewed and they contained no indication of any payments 
to Congressman POWELL, members of his staff or the staff of 
the Committee en Education and Labor. The distribution of 
company profits to officers is always paid by checks according 
to the records. 
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In February, 1967, auditors assigned to the 
Select Committee Pursuant to House Resolution 1, reviewed 
the legislative activities of the United Steel Workers of 
Ametica at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and the Washington, D. C., 
legislative office. A folder containing the auditors’ work 
papers was forwarded to the Criminal Division, Department of 
Justice, by the Select Committee. The following twelve pages 
relate to the auditors’ review of the Legislative Program 
Expense, Legislative Department Expense and Public Relations 
Charitable and Educational Contributions: 
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In addition to the foregoing review of expenses, 
the folder lists purchases of transcripts by the United 
Steel Workers of America. The only purchases relating to 
the Committee on Education and Labor were three purchases in 
1961, from ALDERSON and VELEY totaling $329.50 and two purchases 
in 1965, from Alderson Reporting Co., Inc., totaling $71.88. 


The folder also contains a detailed listing of 
expenditures from the Political Action Fund - Individual 
Voluntary Account.

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HOFFMAN was reimbursed directly for all expenses 
except for “other” expenses which were reimbursed to others 
on behalf of HOFFMAN. Most of the other expenses involved 
payments to airlines, hotels and Diners Clubs and the 
National Capital Democratic Club (dues, refreshments and 
dinners). The vouchers for expenses paid to the Diners 
Club, National Capital Democratic Club and some of the hotel 
vouchers had support attached in the way of invoices; hovever, 
the supporting data did not refer to any individuals other 
than HOFFMAN. 


There e no supporting receipts or invoices 
attached to the vouchers for transportation, hotel, meals, 
entertainment, tips, gifts, etc., and storage expenses which 
account for the majority of HOFFMAN's expenses as listed in 
the foregoing schedule.
